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Rent Control, Not in Missouri 

A rent control law for New York state has 
been signed by Gov. Dewey. This is in marked 
contrast with the lethargy which Gov. Smith 
and the Missouri Legislature are showing to- 
ward the question of protection for the thou- 
sands of renters in this state. 

If federal rent controls lapse June 30, as 
appears probable, the many renters competing 
for the few rental units available in St. Louis 
and throughout -Missouri will be compelled to 
pay any price any landlord can bring himself to 
ask—if they can pay it; otherwise they can go 
withoyt. Mayor Darst has said the result in 
St. Louis would be “chaos.”
